Great Battle at Bull’s Run, Virginia. 


Terrible Slaughter on Both Sides,. 


THE FEDERAL ARMY DEFEATED AND 
COMPLETELY ROUTED. 


Dates from St. Louis to July 26th. 


The steamer Otter arrived here Wednesday morn- 
ing, about 10 o’clock. (She brought files of latest 
California papers, from which we glean the follow- 
ing important intelligence : ; 13 
Washington, July- 21, 1861.—The fight at 
Bull’s Run commenced at 3,.a. m., and continued 
most desperately until 2, p.m., The rebels were 
driven back inch by inch, leaving their dead on the 
field. - The loss of life was frightful on both. sides.: 
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Our troops behaved most gallantly, and the guns 
worked effectually. It is said the whole force of 
Beauregard was engaged. Gen. Johnson having 
jeined the rebels; as previously stated, making 
Beauregard’s force 70,000. Washington, July 
21—Midnight—The battle has been one of the 
most severe ever fought on this continent. Up to 
2 o’clock the enemy was driven only two miles— 
falling back-from ove position to another, equally 
strong at every point ; fresh | reinforcements pour- 
ing in almost without number, The Zonaves were 
terribly eut up, while drawing up. to make ab at- 
tack.

PROCLAMATION, 
No. 7, A. D, 1861, 


By His Excellency JAMES DOUGLAS, Com- 
panion of the most Honorable Order of the Bath, 
Governor and Commanderiin-Chief of British 
ge mg and its Dependencies, Vice-Admiral of 
the same. 


HEREAS, under and by virtue of an Act of Par- 
liament, made and passed in the session of 
Parliament held in the 21st and 22nd years of the Reign 
of /her Majesty Queen Victoria, entitled an Act: to pro- 
vide for the *‘Government of British Columbia,” and 
/y a Commission under the Great Seal of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, I, JAMES 
DOUGLAS, have been appointed Governor of. the said 
Colony; and have been authorized by Proclamation un- 
der the Public Seal of the said Colony, to make laws, 
institutions, and ordinances, for the peace; order and 
good government of the same, 

And, whereas, it is expedient to protect the mew bers 
of the Fire Companies, and other Associatiéns,in New 
Westminster, in their efforts to prevent thé destruction 
of property by fire in the city of New Westmingter and 
its Vicinity. ; 

Now therefore I do hereby declare, proclaim, &nd en- 
act as follows : 4

Members of Fire Companigs Protected from Liability in the 
execution of their duty. 

I. Any member of a Fire Company. whose name is en- 
rolled in manner prescribed by the By-law made and 
passed tiy the Municipal Cotincil and approved by me on 
the (Fifteenth) 15th day of July, 1861, and called the 
‘| Fire By-Law; 1861” shall not be liable for damage 
done by him to the property of any other person in the 
extinction or attempted extinction of Fire or in the re- 
moval of any erection, edificé, or building ‘which, regard 
being had to the safety of adjacent property, it may be 
reasonably deemed expedient to remove. 


No person to be protected who acts without orders of the 


person in charge of the Fire Department. 


Il} Provided always that in the déstrrction or temo- 
val of property aforesaid the immunities hereinbefore 
given shall not extend to any person who shall act in 
such destruction or removal contrary to, or without the 
order of the person who by the said By-law shall be au- 
thorized to direct the actions of the said Company. 


No immunity to persons guilty of malice, mischievousness, 
or gross negligence. 
IIL. Provided, also that the immunities aforesaid shall 
not extend to any person who shall in the destruction 


or removal of any property aforesaid, | be guilty of mal- 
ace, wanton mischievousness, or yross negligence. 


Plea_of this Proclamation. 


IV. In case of any suit or action brought by any per-. 


son against any member of any Fire Company so enroll- 
ed as aforesaid, in respect of damage done by such mem- 
ber, such member may obtain the benefit of this Act by 
a plea in the words and figures following: Not guilty 
by statute, withont malice, wanton mischievousness, 
or gross negligence.

[TF haying been resolved by the Governor tojestablish 
for the convenience of miners and other persons, a 
Gold Escort from the Forks -of the Quesnelle, by Wil- 
liams Lake, Lillooet, and Douglas, to New Westminster, 
and to undertake the canveyance of Treasure between 
these places under the charge of an armed Escort. 


The fullowing rules are: published for general infor- 
mation : 


I. Treasure may be conveyed at the undermentioned 
charges (fraction of an ounce troy counting as one 
ounce.) 
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Il. Treasure so remitted, will be retained in custody 
at the Government Office of the place to which it is con- 
signed, until demanded by the person possessing the 
Government Certificate; and a charge will be made for 
such custody for any period beyond one month after ar-
